The standard 
of General English shall be of Degree Course and that of other papers shall be of LL.B. Course 
under University Examination . The question on CivilLaw shallbe to test rudimentary/knowledge on 
the subject of candidate . 
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The qualfying mark in the written examination shall be 40 % for calling candidates to the 
viva voce test. In case of S.C. and S.T. candidates , the qualifying marks shall be 35 % of the written 
examination . 


B. VIVA VOCE TEST 


There shall be 75 marks for viva voce test. A candidate failing to secure 30 % marks in the viva 
voce test will be made unsuitable .
